Beyond~ ~ 
On February 17th, 1871, legislation was enacted 
vhich stated that the various Boards of Supervisors 
Sof the Counties “must provide for all insane persons 
fin such a manner, as in their best judgment, for the 
satety of the insane person and the community. 

1872, a judge traveled to Stockton, Califomia 
“to arrange for the board and care of the Arizona 
=insane person at a cost of $10.50 per week, in 
uthe care of Doctors Langton and Clark. 

1885, the 13th Territorial Legislature appropriated 
$100,000.00 for the construction of the " Arizona 
=Insane Asylum at Phoenix." County bonds were 

issued for $3,500.00 for the purchase of 160 acres 
with water rights 2 1/2 miles east of Phoenix. 
Construction began in 1886 for accommodations 


\¢ patients arriving from Stockton, California by 
Strain in emigrant sleeping cars, and then by 6 horse 
édrawn coaches by way of Washington Street. 

Over the years the patient census continued to climbed 
close to 1800 in the early 1950's. Increase in census 
was attributed to the increase in population, admission 

of Japanese war relocation centers and war casualties. 

© As time passed, there have been many changes to the 

Ehospital. Some changes were due to aging buildings, 

= other changes were caused by fire. In 1935, the loss 

of many records about the patients and the hospital 

* burial sites occurred when there was a fire in the 

“hospital administration building. There are some 

# records in the hospital vault that detail some of the 

# events that took place over the years. A scrapbook 

with many historical pictures of old buildings, and 

information on programming that was in place for 

+ the therapeutic activities of the patients. Itis very 
interesting to note that even as far back as the mid to 

@ late 1800's, we, as a community, felt a need to care 

© for the mentally ill and our goal was to improve and 
enhance the quality of life for our patients and 

@ community. 

Our goal remains the same.
